Editor Automotive Daily News:— 
“Dealer” in your issue of July 11 
brings out some very pertinent facts, 
but I believe some of his statements 
are the result of pessimism and are 


|not general in the relationship of 


factory representatives and dealers. 
I speak from fourteen years’ exper- 
ience, both as a factory man and as 
a dealer and manager of a dealer’s 
retail and wholesale business. There 
may be a few manufacturers who, 
because of quantity production, do 
hold a club over a dealer's head, 
but even among the few this is 
being recognized as poor 


to determine from my experience, 
the manufacturer wants the good 
will of his dealer organization, and 
the d 
iv from a factory standpoint, 

Statistics prove that the mortality 
rate among automobile dealers has 
been extremely high. The dealer 
is prone to blame the factory for his 
unsatisfactory showing, while the 
factories, depending largely upon in- 
formation that is supplied them by 
their field force, charge the failure 


to the poor business methods of the | 


dealer. Both may be wrong. A 
change in a dealer organization is 
not desirable, from a factory stand- 
point, any more than it is for the 
dealer, unless conditions demand a 
change. 

If it is true that manufacturers 


send out representatives who do 


not know the problems of the 
dealer then they cannot expect 
satisfactory results. I do not be- 
lieve that many are guilty of do- 
ing so. A factory representative 
should not only be able to recom- 
mend changes in the operation of 
a dealer’s business that will in- 
crease his business or reduce his 
overhead, but he should also have 
the practical experience to put 
into operation the changes he 
recommends and prove that they 
work.

tainer does not mean much to 
either the factory or the dealer. 
_Whether the factory representa- 
tive has a great deal of money or 
not means little. We have had 
many Presidents of the United 
States who ranked high as execu- 
tives, who controlled very little of 
the currency of the country. Just 
why a dealer should consider a fac- 
tory representative an enemy, I do 
not know. Presumably the dealer 
is in the wrong business or the fac- 
tory has the wrong field man. I 
am very happy to state that every 
dealer that I called upon was al- 
ways glad to see me, and I have had 
unsolicited complimentary letters 
written to my superiors concerning 
our relationship. I don’t believe I 
possess a personality different from 
my associates in the business. 
The question of territory is one 
point on which I agree with Deal- 
er. Too often the factory will ne- 
gotiate a contract and, after the 
dealer has developed a lucrative 
wholesale gusiness, they will re- 
apportion the territory, making 
some of the more promising sub- 
dealers direct accounts. This is 
usually brought about by the sub- 
dealers themselves. They discover 
that they are disposing of a large 
per cent. of the dealer’s contract 
allotment, and feel that they are 
entitled to the greater discount. 
They stampede the factory into 
believing they will take on a com- 
petitive line unless their demand 


' is granted, and too often it works. 


Walton Schmidt, foreign representative of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, has just returned from 
an extensive trip through China. He says that ‘“‘preventive 
service is an educational idea that must be emphasized in 
this territory, because a Chinese owner will not call upon a 
service station unless his automobile has actually stopped 
running.” 

American owners ought to know a lot more about cars 
than Chinese owners, but we’ll just whisper in Mr. Schmidt’s 
ear that there are a whole bevy of American owners who 
have exactly this same failing that afflicts Chinese motorists.

We 
believe every jobber handling re- 
placement coils other than the gen- 
uine will do well to give some 
thought to his stock, for if the car 
owner, and retailer for that mat- 
ter, can obtain genuine SLI parts at 
prices that attract, the market for 
other parts will diminish to almoast 
zero 

Quantity production coupled with 
lower manufacturing costs is en- 
abling more than one manufacturer 
to offer the replacement of the 
same model, design or type that was 
original equipment on the car at a 
price less than the substitute.

Super Salesmen Are Needed 

IVERSIFICATION has been suggested to increase the 

net of the jobber and retailer. 

An analysis of a recent catalog of an old line jobber in 
a large city revealed some quite interesting data. 

The catalog, and it is not an unusually large one, lists 
602 items exclusive of the sub-divisions; that is to say, sizes, 
models, etc., which if included would materially augment 
the total. 

And it was noted that a total of ninety-seven extra 
pages. were required to list these sub-divisions. Of this 
number seventy-one- required one additional page, thirteen, 
two pages; seven, four pages, and one, five pages. 

Six major lines showed duplication. In most instances, 
however, the duplicating item appears to be one to meet the 


'demand for a popular priced item. 


It would be interesting if the analysis had been carried 


ito the point where the sub-division items and sizes were 


included. When it is considered that some replacement lines 
such as valves, pistons, rings, pins, springs, spring bolts, 
king bolts, tie rod bolts, bushing bearings, bearings, etc., 
involve numerous sizes to say nothing of tire covers, gaskets, 
timing gears, wrenches, jacks and many other items, it is 
obvious that the stock is quite diversified. 

The large number of items may explain why a great 
many jobbers do not respond to the suggestion of a break- 
down analysis of the lines. Certain it is that the salesman 
who can merchandise the greater part of these items 
would need to be a super salesman.
